Commissioners Give Tentative 


Approval to $558,000 Budget

Jones County Com m ission­ 
ers Court Monday gave te n ta ­ 
tive approval to a budget of 
$558,000 
somewhat 
lower 
than for the last few years. 
For the current year, the a- 
mount was $596,000. 
County Auditor Carl Savage 
went over the proposed expen­ 
ditures, 
department 
by 
de­ 
partm ent , and em phasized that 
fees of office were down con­ 
siderable 
and 
that 
$40,000 
would have to bo tran sferred 
from the general fund to take 
care of the payroll. 
The tax rate, he said, can 
remain at the same figure as 
last y ear 
70 cents, despite 
the reduction in fees and a 
sharp 
reduction 
in 
oil 
and 
gas valuations. 
The late will lie distributed 
as follows: Jury Fund, 2 cents; 
Road 
and 
Bridge 
Fund, 
28 
cent-, and General Fund, IO 
cents. 
In 
Road 
District 
No. 
I, 
which is roughly I ho northern 
one-third of the county, the 
tax will he reduced from 25 
to 15 cents. Savage indicated 
tin- probably will be the last 
y ear that a tax will be neces­ 
sary. The district 
will have 
sufficient money on hand to 
retire bonds vol od to obtain 
right of way but will not do 
so until the bonds m ature. 
The auditor explained that 
the bonds carry an interest 
ra te of slightly more th an 3 
percent whereas the district 
funds are invested at about 5 
per cen*. 


Among added costs for the 
coming year are an increase 
in salary for the adult proba­ 
tion officer which salary
